If you are an alien, an act just 
passed by congress, and effective 
the end of August, requires you to 
report to your nearest post office 
to register and leave a record of 
your finger prints. 

Unfortunately, a minority of this 
country’s foreign born have abused 
the hospitality the United States 
has generously extended them. 
They have taken advantage of its 
good will to work against the na- 
tion’s security and to engage in ac- 
tivities hostile to the general wel- 
fare. It is to protect the country 
against these anti-American activi- 
ties that the registration act has 
been passed. 

The great majority of the 3,500,- 
000 aliens now in the United States 
are loyal to its institutions. It was,

Labor for Pension 
Lien Removal 


Constitutional amendment No, 6, 
which releases liens on property of 
old age pension recipients, was en- 
dorsed by the executive council of 
the California State Federation of 
Labor at its last quarterly meeting, 
it was announced today. 


“The legislature at its Febru- 
ary session adopted a bill ban- 
ning such liens in the future, 
but lacked the power to make 
the measure retractive,” state 
officials said. “This could only 
be done by _ constitutional 
amendment, and by unanimous 
vote of both branches of the 
legislature the amendment was 
placed on the November ballot.

Report of the conditions of the 
sick benefit fund which was sub- 
mitted to the local union at its reg- 
ular meeting held Wednesday eve- 
ning, July 10, 
which, if the 
measure is to 
ec o ntinue, 
should be 
adopted. The 
sick benefit 
fund that was 
established in 
June of 1939 
now has a membership of 140. How- 
ever over one-third of these partici- 
pants have not paid their assess- 
ment for the fifth quarter, April, 
May and June of 1940, which was 
delinquent on June 30, despite the 
fact that all of our men are work- 
ing, and there should be fewer sick 
now than in the winter when work 
is slow and sickness more preva- 
lent for obvious reasons. 


During its existence the fund has 
paid out $728.00 in claims to fifteen 
members. These claims range from 
two to the full thirteen weeks. In 
simple arithmetic this boils down 
as follows: 140 members have paid 
$1.00 for the five quarters to date; 
that is the number of quarters 
since the inception of the fund, 
equals $700.00, this figure is based, 
as it only can be, on all the mem- 
bers of the fund paying the assess- 
ment at least in the last month of 
the quarter, which though not a 
satisfactory arrangement for pay- 
ing is better than what is actually 
happening... over one-third of the 
not paid for the 
fifth quarter, which we are taking 
for an example, and some of them 
are farther behind than that. 

In order to keep this highly bene- 
ficial fund in existence in its pres- 
ent status, there is but one alterna- 
since there must of self- 


. that is to increase the assess- 
ment, and for the participants to 
pay that assessment in full the first 
month of the quarter in which it is 
due. 

It is very easy to keep track of 
when the new quarter begins... 
each page in your due book repre- 
sents a quarter of the year, and a 
sick benefit stamp, if you are a 
member in this fund, should ap- 
pear below the local assessment 
record, for example, the new quar- 
ter is July, August and September.

These three months are on one 
page in the due book and the sixth 
quarterly sick benefit is due and 
payable in July for the months of 
July, August and September. 
When a member of this fund is 
taken sick, the office is notified 
and sick cards are sent to the mem- 
ber, who has them filled out by the 
attending physician and returns 
them to the office and at the end 
of the fourteen-day waiting period

a check in the amount of $14.00, or 
$1.00 per day, is forwarded to this 
sick member. Since last October, 
when the fund was called upon for 
the first time, it has paid benefits 
to fifteen members, all of these 
men having found the seven dol- 
lars a week to be of assistance to 
them. It has happened that claim- 
ants have even lived on this weekly 
payment, when no other means of 
support was available. Since this is 
true, the fund is more than worth- 
while, and $2.00 per quarter, or 
$8.00 per year is a small amount in- 
deed, when you consider that if you 
were taken sick, and it became nec- 
essary for you to draw the full 
amount available to any member, 
13 weeks times $7.00, you would re- 
ceive in return for $8 just $91.00. 

Therefore it is my recommenda- 
tion that if you intend to keep this 
fund, that the assessment be in- 
creased to $2.00 per quarter payable 
in full the first month of the quar- 
ter in which it is due.

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Facing the Facts 


Senator Burton K. Wheeler Is coming dangerously close to forfeiting 
labor’s good-will and respect. If he persists in what is apparently his 
present intention of running for president on a third-party ticket with 
the support of John L. Lewis, he will thereby sever friendly relations 
with the American Federation of Labor. 


Last February the executive council of the American Federation of 
Labor issued a statement on political policy which contained this sig- 
nificant paragraph: 

“Any candidate for public office who seeks and accepts the support of 
the CIO and places himself in bondage to its leader has received the 
‘kiss of death’ and is doomed to certain defeat.” 

This applies to Senator Wheeler with full force and effect despite his 
long and favorable labor record. If the senator lends himself to a third- 
party movement in this time of national emergency and becomes the 
spokesman of the subversive elements which have rallied themselves 
around John L. Lewis, he thereby automatically cancels every claim to 
friendship with the five million loyal, patriotic members of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. And, unless we miss our guess, the members 
of the CIO, who are revolting in increasing numbers from Lewis’ polit- 
ical leadership, will turn thumbs down on Wheeler too. 

EVERYONE WANTS PEACE 

Consider for a moment Senator Wheeler’s recent radio speech in which 
he went so far afield as to denounce President Roosevelt and Wendell 
Willkie, republican presidential nominee, as “interventionists.” 

In this bitter speech, Senator Wheeler sought to appropriate the 
“peace” issue for himself and accuse others of trying to force this coun- 
try into war. 


The American Federation of Labor does not believe that President 
Roosevelt or Mr. Willkie have any such intentions. Organized labor re- 
gards both these men as patriotic Americans. It looks questioningly at 
Senator Wheeler’s “peace” slogans and at his “peace” supporters be- 
cause of the queer hookup between him and Lewis and the equally sus- 
picious alliance between Lewis and the communist party. 


We know that the communist party is organizing “Yanks Are Not 
Coming” committees in every part of the country. Is Senator .Wheeler 
looking for support from this quarter? For his own sake, we would hate 
to believe it. 


But what is the purpose of a third party in this campaign and what 
| good would Senator Wheeler’s candidacy on a third-party ticket serve? 
Why is John L. Lewis giving Wheeler his support and why is he jeop- 
|ardizing the welfare of CIO members by seeking to involve them in a 
third-party movement? 

What is behind the scenes of all this political maneuvering? 
| WE WANT NO THIRD PARTY 

First, let us examine the Wheeler-Lewis statements on their face. They 
say they want peace. So do we all. But do they want peace with Hitler 
and Stalin? Do they want the United States to make the same kind of 
peace as France made with Germany? Don’t they realize that the totali- 
tarian forces of Europe are the sworn enemies of American democracy? 
Do they want America to blind itself to that fact? Do they want us to 
lull ourselves into false security by prattling of peace when the hard 
realities of the situation show us that sooner or later the dictators of 
Europe intend to attack this country with every weapon they possess? 
Is it not the duty of America’s leaders to prepare for that day so that if 
we are attacked we can meet force with greater force, Or would’ Wheeler 
and Lewis rather have America surrender submissively to dictatorship? 

Secondly, what chance would a third party have this year? Do Mr. 
Lewis and Senator Wheeler think they can prey on the timidity, credulity 
and cupidity of enough American voters to win? Do they think that 
offers of fabulous pensions to the aged, promises of imaginary jobs to 
the unemployed, and pledges of illusory benefits to the negroes can elect 
them to office? We have said that Lewis believes this country is headed 
for collapse and is preparing to ride into power as dictator at the mo- 
ment of chaos. That is the dream of his ambitious mind. But does Sen- 
ator Wheeler share such opinions and ambitions? We doubt it. 

Then there is only this alternative, Senator Wheeler may believe he can 
take enough votes away from the democratic party to defeat it at the 
polls. He does not like President Roosevelt. That is obvious. Neither 


with PHILIP PEARL 


does John L. Lewis. Between them they may be planning a flank attack 
on the president’s popularity. It may even be possible that after Lewis’ 
recent visit to Philadelphia, certain republican interests may be inclined 
to help them, sub rosa. 

This may be smart politics, but it is bad Americanism. 

The American Federation of Labor is not taking sides in the presiden- 
tial election. It does not believe America has anything to fear if either 
the democratic or republican candidates win. But it will certainly have 
nothing to do with a third party because it regards such a movement as 
inimical to the best interests of our country.

Court Orders Back Pay 
Under Wages-Hours Act 


Two Philadelphia employers have 
just felt the heavy hand of the ju- 


diciary for violating the federal 
fair labor standards act of 1938. 
Federal District Judge George A. 
Welsh fined American Paper prod- 
ucts, Inc., and two of its officers 
$750 and ordered them to pay $1,300 
in overtime to employes due them 
under the act. Federal District 
Judge William H. Kirkpatrick or- 
dered Rose Stumpp Shecker, oper- 
ator of Central Hosiery service, to 
pay her 13 employes the hosiery in- 
dustry minimum hourly wage of 40 
cents established under the act and 


pay them unspecified back wages 
at that rate,

'$8,500 Awarded 


In Death of 
Window Washer 


Accident Commission Makes 
Award; Employers Must 
Provide Safe Place to Work 


Compensation totaling $8500 
was awarded last week to the 
widow of J. D. Fase, window 
cleaner killed in a fall from the 
Phelan building, by the state 


industrial accident commission, ac- 
cording to attorneys for the state 
federation of labor who handled 
the case. 


The award was divided into two 
parts: $6,000 normal compensation, 
and $2,500 penalty for serious and 
wilful misconduct by the employer 
because of failure to provide asafe 
place to work. 


Fase, who was a member of Win- 
dow Cleaners’ Local No. 44, was 
the third window washer to be 
killed while working on the Phelan 
building. Employers had refused to 
provide adequate safety devices, 
contending there was no specific 
provision in the state safety code 
which compelled them to install 
either hooks on the building or 
scaffolding to protect the men 
while at work. 

Attorneys for the state federa- 
tion of labor, in pushing the de- 
mand for the penalty award, in- 
sisted that the general clause re- 
quiring employers to provide a safe 
place to work covered the situation. 

“We were particularly anx- 
ious to get the inclusiveness of 
the general clause established 
by the commission,” they said, 

“because of the precedent it es- 

tablished in the field of em- 

ployes’ compensation. If the 
courts do not overrule the deci- 
sion of the commission, it will 
mean that employers can no 
longer disregard the safety of 
their employes with impunity.” 


Cow County Picket 
Bans Cracking 


Cow county picket bans are be- 
ginning to crack under the deter- 
mined legal assaults of attorneys 
representing the state federation of 
labor. Following closely upon the 
heels of victories in Fresno and 
Sacramento, the state federation of 
labor came up last week with one 
from Napa to its credit. 

Superior Judge .Percy S. King 
last week denied the request of 
Rommie F. Wright, restaurant op- 
erator, for an injunction restrain- 
ing the culinary union from declar- 
ing a boycott and maintaining a 
picket line against his establish- 
ment. 

The boycott and picket line were 
established after Wright refused to 
negotiate a union shop contract 
with the culinary union. 

In denying the injunction, Judge 
King ruled that even if everything 
in the complaint were true, Wright 
had no cause for action and the 
union was within its rights in de- 
claring the boycott and maintain- 
ing the picket line.

Eliminate Clashes with Strikers 


Green Asks F. B. |. Graduates 


Violent clashes between police 
and strikers should be eliminated 
altogether, President William Green 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor told the graduating class of 
the national police academy con- 
ducted by the federal bureau of 
investigation. 


Mr. Green was invited to deliver 
the graduation address by J. Edgar 
Hoover, famous head of the F. B. L., 
who gave high praise to the A. F. 
of L. president for his long services 
to labor and for his patriotic devo- 
tion to the cause of Americanism. 


Recalling that in the past rela- 
tions between organized labor and 
Aocal police forces have been in 
some instances marked with bitter- 
ness and tragedy, Mr. Green called 
for a new understanding. 


“Today, when the laws and the 
courts of our land have fully guar- 
anteed the right of peaceful picket- 
ing,” he said, “when the abuse of 
the writ of injunction in labor dis- 
putes has been prohibited by fed- 
eral statute; today when industrial 
strife is being reduced to a mini- 
mum and _ collective bargaining 
around the conference table is be- 
coming the rule in industrial-labor 
relations; today when the police 
forces of our cities are winning 
their fight for independence from 
political machines—today, we can 
be friends and we want to be 
friends.” 


Mr. Green called on the repre- 
sentative police officials in attend- 
ance to stamp out racketeering in 
labor “just as fearlessly as you 
would stamp out racketeering in 
business or in any other walk of 
life.” 

He pledged the co-operation of 
city central labor councils and state 
federations of labor to the police in 
this endeavor and promised that he 
would personally do everything in 
his power to further the cause of 
justice.

Green said he held these truths to 
be self evident: 


“1, That the various brands of 
totalitarianism which have en- 
gulfed continental Europe—wheth- 
er their label be nazi, communist 
or fascist—are hostile to America 
and to everything which Americans 
hold dear. They are contradictory 
to our form of government. 


“2, That these enemies of Amer- 
ica have conquered free, demo- 
cratic nations and instituted a 
reign of terror over almost an en- 
tire continent not alone by force 
of arms but by a carefully planned 
campaign of organized treachery. 


“3. Thet here in America the to- 
talitarian nations of Burope have 
established thriving branches and 
are encouraging their followers to 
weaken the morale of the United 
States in every way they can. 


“4, That such traitorous activi- 
ties must be stopped by every legal 
means in the interests of national 
safety and national defense. 


“Toward this end, I advocate 
that the communist party and the 
nazi bund in this country be out- 
lawed by congress.” 

Mr. Green pointed out that the 
A. F. of L. had cheerfully assented 
to the president’s request for the 
transfer of the bureau of immigra- 
tion and naturalization from the 
labor department to the depart- 
ment of justice and had backed all 
other national defense measures. 
He added: 

“We consider it shameful that a 
labor group, not affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, bit- 
terly opposed these measures and 
lent itself to underhanded attacks 


on the federal bureau of investiga- | 


tion.” 

In a tribute to the F. B. IL, Mr. 
Green concluded: 

“This agency of our government 
inspired new respect for law en- 
forcement among our people by 
promptly and thoroughly stamping 
out kidnapers of children. I pre- 
dict that with your aid the F. B. I. 
will win an even more glorious 
place for itself in history by 
promptly and thoroughly stamping 
out the representatives of subver- 
sive forces who would kidnap our 
liberties.”

“Bunions” Are All 
ClO Gets While 
Picketing AFL 


The CIO picket line against the 
Consolidated Steel shipyard, in 
which A. F. of L. members are 
working under a union shop con- 
tract, has netted its members only 
bunions up to date, it was declared 
by George Bentson, secretary of 
the Long Beach Central Labor 
Council. 

Bentson said that more than two 
hundred Long Beach A. F. of L. 
members had found employment in 
the shipyard and estimated that 
the number would reach approxi- 
mately six hundred when ship con- 
struction reached its peak. The 
company is constructing four ships 
under a contract awarded to it by 
the United States maritime com- 
mission. 

The CIO had demanded that the 
company abrogate its contract with 
the A. F. of L., and replace A. F. of 
L. men with CIO members. When 
the company refused, the CIO es- 
tablished a picket line in front of 
the shipyard in an effort to pre- 


jvent A. F. of L. men from working.

Skilled Labor 
Survey for 


Defense Industries 


To offset employers’ propaganda 
about shortages of skilled labor, C. 
J. Haggerty, president of the Cal- 
ifornia State Federation of Labor 
appointed to membership on Gov- 
ernor Olson’s defense committee, 
has undertaken a survey of the 
number of skilled union members 
available to man defense indus- 
tries. 

Letters requesting information on 
the following specific points have 
been sent to building and metal 
trades unions: 


1. Total number of members in 


local. 
2. Number of members unem- 
ployed. 
3. Number of former members 


who are unemployed and available, 
and will return to their trade if, 
and when the opportunity presents 
itself for employment. 

The letters also asked for “com- 
ments on the reasons, if any, for 
your qualified members being un- 
employed, such as, for example: 
“Have the employers in your dis- 
trict established excessively rigid 
requirements for applicants, such 
as intelligence quotient tests, ex- 
cessive physical tests by doctors, 
and eliminations because of a low 
age limit?” 

Haggerty assured the _ trade 
unions, in his letter, that the an- 
swers to the questions such as to- 
tal number of members would re- 
main confidential among organ- 
ized labor’s representatives and 
would not be divulged to any com- 
mittee. 

“It is our intention,’ Haggerty 
said, “to justify organized labor’s 
position that there is no shortage 
of skilled labor at the present time 
to carry the needs of the defense 
program.”

Defense, Says 
George Meany 


But Demands Labor Laws 
Be Fully Safeguarded 


Secretary - Treasurer George 
Meany declared that the American 
Federation of Labor is “whole- 
heartedly and unequivocally back 
of every effort on the part of our 
government to achieve a completely 
adequate national defense.” 


Addressing the 64th annual con- 
vention at Alton, Ill. of the Amer- 
ican flint glass workers’ union, Mr. 
Meany warned, however, that “gains 
made by labor in the past must not 
be sacrificed in our efforts to 
achieve preparedness.” 


He called for “representative 
participation of organized labor in 
the formulation and administration 
of standards and procedures under- 
lying emergency defense meas- 
ures.” 

He declared that in the presence 
of widespread unemployment, min- 
imum wage, maximum hour and 
other basic labor standards must 
be maintained in full “for the sake 
of the future economic welfare of 
our people.” 

He insisted that it is not only the 
desire of American labor, but the 
will of the American people to 
leave labor’s basic rights—such as 
the right to organize and bargain 
collectively—“intact and inviolate.” 

Reiterating that unemployment 
is still the nation’s central eco- 
nomic point program for hastening 
re-employment. He urged: 

1, A long range program of per- 
manent public works. 

2. Expansion of low rent housing 
and slum clearance. 

3. Federal insurance, through the 
R. F. C., of loans by private insti- 
tutions to industry to expand pro- 
duction and create new jobs. 

4. Acceptance of the’ shorter 
work day and the shorter work 
week as a practical means of 
spreading available work and re- 
ducing unemployment. 

Referring to labor division, Mr. 
Meany said: 

“Many of us who survey the fu- 
ture of the American labor move- 
ment are deeply concerned with 
the effects and consequences of the 
breach in the ranks of organized 
labor. I say to them—take heart! 
The day is close at hand when we 
shall again have a single and united 
labor movement in America under 
the banner of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. 

“Every effort has been made by 
the American Federation of Labor 
to heal the breach and reunite our 
movement. Time and again our ef- 
forts were stalemated by the ob- 
durate refusal on the part of the 
leader of the CIO to compose the 
differences on equitable and rea- 
sonable grounds.” 

After reviewing the way in which 
peace negotiations were wrecked by 
John L. Lewis, Mr. Meany con- 
cluded: 

“But those working people who 
were misled into the ranks of dual 
unionism are rapidly discovering 
that the CIO has been created not 
for the advancement of labor, but 
for the advancement of John L. 
Lewis. Having gotten the bitter 
taste of domineering dictatorship 
of the CIO organization they are 
returning in larger and larger num- 
bers to the American Federation 
of Labor.” 


As Liaison Officer 


Joseph D. Keenan, secretary of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor, 


was appointed to serve as liaison 
officer between the national de- 
fense advisory commission and 
American Federation of Labor 
unions active in the national de- 


fense program. 

Mr. Keenan, long active and pop- 
ular in the Chicago labor move- 
ment, will undertake his new duties 
immediately. He expressed confi- 
dence in the patriotic co-operation 
of all American Federation of La- 
bor organizations with the govern- 
ment’s efforts to build up an im- 
pregnable defense of the western 


hemisphere.

Roosevelt “Okays” 
Alien Registry Bill 


Ignoring protests of a number of 
organizations, President Roosevelt 
this week placed his John Hancock 
on a bill requiring registration and 
fingerprinting of 3,500,000 aliens in 
the United States. 

Under the law, enacted by con- 
gress as a defense against “fifth 
column” activities, registration must 
begin within 60 days at 45,000 post 
offices throughout the land, and 
must be completed within four 
months. 

The president said the law is for 
the protection of “this country and 
loyal aliens who are its guests,” and 
added that it did not carry any 
“stigma of hostility” to those who 
are affected by it.
